The American und enntic Society has reeentiy received 

from Mre Re Se Small, President of the Bank of Charleston, 
S.C., two of the cld bank notes issued by that bahk in 1858. 
These old pieces of paper money are particularly interest-_ 
ing, and are pbinted in red and black on the one side only, 
as was the custom at that time. These notes were engraved — 
a Draper, Toppan,Longacre & Co., of Philadelphia, and are 
on thin bond paper of considerable toughness. 

The Ten Dollar note is numbered 28, and is made payable to 
He We Tomek or bearer, and is dated 23 June, 1858, signed 
by the President and the Cashier. The Five-dollar note is 
numbered 35. ant made payable to jer Boyce or bearer, dated 
12 March, 1656. : we ey 
Both of these notes were redeemed and cancelled by the Bank 
of Charleston on April 7, 1924, sixty-six years after they 


were issued.
